777 War Refugees Reach New York’, 


In Ship Built to Accommodate 15 


NEW YORK, Sept. 12 (AP) — 
A ship of adversity reached New 
York harbor today with 777 home- 
less Europeans who existed for 


weeks in a hull built for the com- 
fort of 15. They did it because 
they wanted a new start in the new 
world, 

The ship was the Spanish Gov- 
ernment-owned Navemar, 48 days 
out of Bilbao; its passengers were 
weary Frenchme.x, Poles, Czechs, 
Germans and Russians who had 
slept in tiers the holds, under 
hatches, in lifeboats, on the decks.

One woman and three men died 
at sea before the Navemar put in 
at Bermuda and Havana, where 
330 passengers disembarked. A 
fifth passenger died in Bermuda 
and others were hospitalized. 
When the ship reached quarantine 
here, an extra detail of United 
States Public Health officials 
went on board, taking unusual pre- 
cautiong to inspect sanitary con- 
ditions aboar: the ship before al- 
lowing it to dock. 

Most of the passengers were 
from German and French concen- 
tration camps.

BERLIN DECLARES 

ALL ROOSEVELT'S 
CHARGES AGAINST 
REIGH ARE ‘LIES’ 


Spokesman Replies to Al- 
legations on Sea Attacks, 
Asserts Order to Fire on 
German Ships Was Is- 
sued Months Ago. 


BERLIN, Sept. 12 (AP).—An au- 
thorized German spokesman, com- 
menting on President Roosevelt’s 
radio speech, declared. today that 
“All Roosevelt’s contentions are 
lies.” 

The spokesman termed the Pres- 
ident’s reference to freedom of the 


seas “the peak of hypocrisy” and 
asserted that Roosevelt: must bear 


responsibility “for all conse- 
quences.” 

Other Nazi quarters said the 
sinking of 22 ships in a British 
conyoy by U-boats in the North 
Atlantic, reported today, was an 
eloquent answer to Roosevelt. 

(In Rome, Fascist Editor Gayda, 
commenting on Roosevelt’s order 
to the United States Navy to strike 
at any Axis raiders found in Amer- 
ican defense waters, said Axis war- 
ships now would be obliged to at- 
tack in self-defense if they could 
not escape an encounter.) 

Order Given Months Ago, He Says. 

The spokesman, who gave Ger- 
many’s first official reaction to 
Roosevelt’s address, contended that 
the presidential order to fire on 
German craft had been — issued 
months ago, 

“What happens now?” 
asked. 

“Not Mr. Roosevelt, but we, will 
determine that,” he retorted, 

The spokesman took up peint by 
point the President’s allegation of 
German designs against American 
shipping. 

Concerning the United States de- 
stroyer Greer, he repeated the Ger- 
man contention that the U-boat 
fired only after the Greer had 
dropped depth bombs. 

The President’s statement that a 
submarine had followed a United 
States battleship last July, he called 
a “pure invention.” 

The merchant ship Robin Moor 
was sunk in the South Atlantic in 
accordance with the usages of in- 
ternational law, the spokesman 
said, declaring it was carrying 
contraband. 

Alludes to War Zone. 

If the American merchantman 
Steel Seafarer was among the 
ships sunk by German planes, he 
contended, it was in a@ War zone 
declared by both Germany and 
Italy and was loaded with war ma- 
terials for Britain in the Near 
East. 

(Roosevelt said the Steel Sea- 
farer, sunk six days ago, was sent 
down by a German plane in the 
Red Sea 220 miles southeast. of 
Suez while bound for an Egyptian 
port.) 

The spokesman argued it is ex- 
tremely difficult to establish the 
nationality of a ship in a night 
attack. 

Concerning the sinking of the 
S. S. Sesda off Iceland by a sub- 
marine, he said the vessel was un- 
der the flag of Panama and 
“Roosevelt is not the protector of 
Panama.”

HULL SAYS ACTION OF NAZIS. 


WILL FIX DEFENSIVE WATERS 


Ship, - Requisitioned From 
Danes and Flying Pana- 
manian Flag, Was Bound 
for Iceland—All :Aboard 
Believed Saved. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP).— 
The State Department announced 
today that the American-owned 
steamship Montana, flying the Pan- 
amanian flag, had been torpedoed 
and sunk while en route from the 
United States to Iceland. All 26 
members of the crew are believed 
to have been saved. None was 
American. 


The announcement came after 
Secretary of State Hull at a press 
conference indicated that Ger- 
many’s actions will determine what 
areas the United States will con- 
sider “defensive waters” in which 
American warships will strike first 
in their defense of shipping against 
Axis attacks. 


Had Cargo of Lumber. 


The State Department said that 
according to information received 
from the Navy Department, the 
Montana, which was named the 
Paula before it was requisitioned 
from the Danish owners by. the 
Maritime Commission, sailed on 
Aug. 29 from Wilmington, N, C., 
with a cargo of 1,500,000 feet of 
lumber for the Iceland Govern- 
ment, 

The sinking was reported to have 
taken place yesterday, the day of 
which he announced the navy had 
been given orders to strike first 
at any Axis ships encountered in 
any areas deemed defensive wa- 
ters of the United States.

In spite of what Hitler’s propa- 
ganda bureau has invented, and 
in spite of what any American ob- 
structionist organization may pre- 
fer to believe, I tell you the blunt 
fact that the German submarine 
fired first upon this American de- 
gstroyer without warning, and with 
deliberate design to sink her. 


Indication of Policy 
of Indiscriminate Violence. 


Our destroyer, at the time, was 
in waters which the Government 
of the United States had declared 
to be waters of self-defense—sur- 
rounding outposts of American pro- 
tection in the Atlantic. 

In the north, outposts have been 
established by us in Iceland, 
Greenland, Labrador and New- 
foundland. Through these waters 
there pass many ships of many 
flags. They bear food and other 
supplies to civilians; and they bear 
materiel of war, for which the 
people of the United States are 
spending billions of dollars, and 
which, by congressional action, 
they have declared to be essential 
for the defense of their own land. 

The United States destroyer, 
when attacked, was proceeding on 
a legitimate mission. 

If the destroyer was visible to 
the submarine when the torpedo 
was fired, then the attack was a 
deliberate attempt by the Nazis 
to sink a clearly identified Ameri- 
can warship. On the other hand, 
if the submarine was beneath the 
surface and, with thé aid of its lis- 
tening devices, fired in the direc- 
tion of the sound of the American 
destroyer without even taking the 
trouble to learn its identity—as the 
official German communique would 
indicate—then the attack was even 
more outrageous. For it indicates 
a policy of indiscriminate violence 
against any vessel sailing the seas 
—belligerent or non-belligerent. 


Calls Action Piracy— 
Legally and Morally. 


This was piracy—legally and 
morally. It was not the first nor 
the last act of piracy which the 
Nazi Government has committed 
against the American flag in this 
war. Attack has followed attack. 

A few months ago an American 
flag merchant ship, the Robin 
Moor, was sunk by a Nazi sub- 
marine in the middle of the South 
Atlantic, under circumstances vio- 
lating long-established internation- 
al law and every principle of hu- 
manity. The passengers and the 
crew were forced into open boats 
hundreds of miles from land, in 
direct violation of international 
agreements signed by the Govern- 
ment of Germany. No apology, no 
allegation of mistake, no offer of 
reparations has come from the 
Nazi Government. 

In July, 1941, an American bat- 
tleship in North American waters 
was followed by a submarine which 
for a long time sought to ma- 
neuver itself into a position of at- 
tack. The periscope of the sub- 
marine was clearly seen. No Brit- 
ish or American submarines were 
within hundredg of miles of this 
spot at the time, so the national- 
ity of the submarine is clear. 

Five days ago a United States 
mavy ship on patro! picked up three 
survivors of an American-owned 
ship operating under the flag of 
our sister Republic of Panama— 
the S. S. Sessa. On Aug. 17, she 
had been first torpedoed without 
warning, and then shelled, near 
Greenland, while carrying civilian 
supplies to Iceland. It is feared 
that the other members of her 
crew have been drowned. In view 
of the established presence of Ger- 
man submarines in this vicinity, 
there tan be no reasonable doubt 
as to the identity of the attacker. 

Five days ago, another United 
States merchant ship, the Steel 
Seafarer was sunk by a German 
aircraft in the Red Sea 220 miles 
south of Suez. She was bound for 
an Egyptian port. 

Four of the vessels sunk or at- 
tacked flew the American flag and 
were clearly identifiable. Two of 
these ships were warships of the 

American navy. In the fifth case, 
the vessel sunk clearly carried 
the flag of Panama. 


U. S. Long Range View 
On Certain Fundamentals. 

In the face of all this, we Ameri- 
eang are keeping our feet on the 
ground, Our type of democratic 
civilization has outgrown the 
thought of feeling compelled to 
fight some other nation by reason 
ef any singlé piratical attack on 
one of our ships. We are not be- 


q 


coming hysterical or losing our 
sense of proportion. Therefore, 
what I am thinking and saying 
does not relate to any isolated epi- 
sode. 

Instead, we Americans are taking 
a long-range point of view in re- 
gard to certain fundamentals and 
to a series of events on land and 
on sea which must be considered 
as a whole—as a part of a world 
pattern. 


General Nazi Plan 


to End Freedom of Seas. 


It would be unworthy of a great 
nation to exaggerate an isolated 
incident, or to become inflamed by 
some one act of violence. But it 
would be inexcusable folly to min-, 
imize such incidents in the face 
of evidence which makes it clear 
that the incident is not isolated, 
but part of a general plan. 
The important truth is that these 
acts of international lawlessness 
are a manifestation of a design 
which has been made clear to the 
American people for a long time. 
It is the Nazi design to abolish 
the freedom of the seas, and to ac- 
quire absolute control and domina- 
tion of the seas for themselves. 
For with control of the seas in 
their own hands, the way can be- 
come clear for their next step— 
domination of the United States 
and the Western Hemisphere by 
force. Under Nazi control of the 
seas, no merchant ship of the 
United States or of any other 
American republic would be free to 
carry on any peaceful commerce, 
except by the condescending grace 
of this foreign and _ tyrannical 
power. The Atlantic Ocean which 
has been, and which should always 
be, a free and friendly highway for 
us would then become a deadly 
menace to the commerce of the 
United States, to the coasts of the 
United States, and to the inland 
cities of the United States. 
The Hitler Government, in defi- 
ance of the laws of the sea and 
of the recognized rights of all oth- 
er nations, has presumed to de- 
clare, on paper, that great areas of 
the seas—even including a vast ex- 
panse lying in the Western Hemi- 
sphere—are to be closed, and that 
no ships may enter them for any 
purpose, except at peril of being 
sunk. Actually they are sinking 
ships at will and without warning 
in widely separated areas both 
within and far outside of these far- 
flung pretended zones. 


Counterpart of Plots 
Throughout Hemisphere. 


This Nazi attempt to seize con- 
trol of the oceans is but a coun- 
terpart of the Nazi plots now being 
carried on throughout the Western 
Hemisphere—all designed toward 
the same end. For Hitler’s ad- 
vance guards—not only his avowed 
agents but also his dupes among 
us—have sought to make ready for 
him footholds and bridgeheads in 
the New World, to be used as soon 
as he has gained control of the 
oceans. 

His intrigues, his plots, his ma- 
chinations, his sabotage in this 
New World are all known to the 
Government of the United States. 
Conspiracy has followed conspir- 


acy. 

Last year a plot to seize the 
government of Uruguay was 
smashed by the prompt action of 
that country, which was supported 
in full by her American neighbors. 
A like plot was then hatching in 
Argentina, and that Government 
has carefully and wisely blocked 
it at every point. More recently, 
an endeavor was made to subvert 
the government of Bolivia. With- 
in the past few weeks the discov- 
ery was made of secret air land- 
ing fields in Colombia, within easy 
range of the Panama Canal. I 
could multiply instances. 

To be ultimately successful in 
world mastery, Hitler knows that 
he must get contro] of the seas, 
He must first destroy the bridge 
of ships which we are building 
across the Atlantic, over which we 
shall continue to roll the imple- 
ments of war to help destroy him 
and all his works in the end. He 
must wipe out our patrol] on sea 
and in the air. He must silence 
the British navy. 


Potential German Power 


to Outbuild U. S. Navy. 


It must be explained again and 
again to people who like to think 
of the United States navy as an 
invincible protection, that this can 
be true only if the British navy 
survives. That ig simple arith- 


metic. 

For if the world outside the 
Americas falls under Axis domina- 
tion, the shipbuilding facilities

Historic U. S. Policy 


Applies to All Oceans. 


That has been our policy, proved 
time and time again, in all our 
history. 

Our policy has applied from time 
immemorial—and still applies—not 
merely to the Atlantic but to the 
Pacific and to all other oceans as 
well. 

Unrestricted submarine warfare 
in 1941 constitutes a defiance—an 
act of aggression—against that his- 
toric American policy. 

It is now clear that Hitler has 
begun his campaign to control the 
seas by ruthless force and by wip- 
ing out every vestige of interna- 
tional law and humanity. 

His intention has been made 
clear. The American people can 
have no further illusions about it. 

No tender whisperings of ap- 
peasers that Hitler is not inter- 
ested in the Western Hemisphere, 
no soporific lullabies that a wide 
ocean protects us from him—can 
long have any effect on the hard- 
headed, far-sighted and realistic 
American people. 

Because of these episodes, be- 
cause of the movements and opera- 
tions of German warships, and 
because of the clear, repeated proof 
that the’ present Government of 
Germany has no respect for trea- 
ties or for international law, that 
it has no decent attitude toward 
neutral nations or human life— 
we Americans are now face to face 
not with abstract theories but with 
cruel, relentless facts. 


Step to World System 


of Force, Terror, Murder. 


This attack on the Greer was no 
localized military operation in the 
North Atlantic. This was no mere 
episode in a struggle between two 
nations. This was one determined 
step towards creating a permanent 
world system based on force, ter- 
ror and murder. 

And I am sure that even now 
the Nazis are waiting to see 
whether the United States will by 
silence give them the green light 
to go ahead on this path of de- 
struction. 

The Nazi danger to our Western 
world has long ceased to be a mere 
possibility. The danger is here 
now—not only from a military 
enemy but from an enemy of all 
law, all liberty, all morality, all 
religion. 

There has now come a time 
when you and I must see the cold 
ineaorable necessity of saying of 
these inhuman, unrestrained seek- 
ers of world conquest and perma- 
nent world domination by the 
sword—“You seek to throw our 
children and our children’s chil- 
dren into your form of terrorism 
and slavery. You have now at- 
tacked our own safety. You shall 
go no further.” .

U. S. Will Not Make 


Same Fatal Mistake, 
One peaceful nation after en-

No act of violence or intimida- 
tion will keep us from maintaining 
intact two bulwarks of defense:

No matter what it takes, no mat- 
ter what it costs, we will keep 
open the inne of legitimate com- 
merce in these defensive waters. 

We have sought no shooting war 
with Hitler. We do not seek it 
now. But neither do we want 
peace so much, that we are willing 
to pay for it by permitting him 
to attack our naval and merchant 
ships while they are on legitimate 
business. 

I assume that the German lead- 
ers are not deeply concerned by 
what we Americans say or publish 
about them. We cannot bring 
about the downfall of Nazism by 
the use of long-range invective. 


Rattlesnakes Poised 
to Strike in Atlantic. 


But when you see a rattlesnake 
poised to strike, you do not wait 
until he has struck before you 
crush him. 

These Nazi submarines and raid- 
ers are the rattlesnakes of the 
Atlantic. They are a menace to 
the free pathways of the high seas. 
They are a challenge to our gov- 
ereignty. They hammer at our 
most precious rights when they at- 
tack ships of the American flag— 
symbols of our independence, our 
freedom, our very life. 

It is clear to all Americans that 


Americas should begin to defend 
themselves. after. the fifth attack,

The time for active defense is 


Do not let us split hairs. Let 
us not say—"“We will only defend 
ourselves if the torpedo succeeds 
in getting home, or if the crew 
and the passengers are drowned.” 

This is the time for prevention 
of attack. 

If submarines or raiders attack 
in distant waters, they can attack 
equally well within sight of our 
own shores. Their very presence 
in any waters which America 
deems vital to its defense con- 
stitutes an attack. 


In the waters which we deem 
necessary for our defense, Ameri- 
can naval vessels and American 
planes will no longer wait until 
Axis submarines lurking under the 
water, or Axis raiders on the sur- 
face of the sea, strike their deadly 
blow—first. 


Upon our naval and air patrol— 
now operating in large numbers 
over a vast expanse of the Atlantic 
Ocean — falls the duty of 
maintaining the American policy 
of freedom of the seas—now. That 
means, very simply and clearly, 
that our patrolling vessels and 
planes will protect all merchant 
ships—not only American ships but 
ships of any flag—engaged in com- 
merce in our defensive waters. 
They will protect them from sub- 
marines; they will protect them 
from surface raiders.

Orders: Axis Warships 
Come Over at Own Peril. 


My obligation as President is 
historic; it is clear; it is inescap- 
able. : 

It is no act of war on our part 
when we decide to protect the 
seas which are vital to American 
defense. The aggression is not 
ours. Ours is solely defense. 


But let this warning be clear. 
From now on, if German or Italian 
vessels of war enter the waters, the 
protection of which is necessary 
for American defense, they do so 
at their own peril.

LONDON, Sept. 12 (AP).—Lord 
Halifax, the British Ambassador to 
Washington, said today that every 
Briton has been “greatly heart- 
ened” by President Roosevelt’s no- 
trespass warning to Axis warships 
and submarines. 

Speaking at an aircraft factory, 
Halifax, who is in London for con- 
sultations, said Roosevelt's speech 


‘was “the most practical example 


of the help in practical form that 
the United States is prepared to 
give us and those fighting with us.’ 

“They realize over there,” he 
said, “just as clearly as we do 
what issues are at stake and how 
true it is that their values just as 
much as ours are menaced by Nazi 
domination. 

“T am quite certain that the peo- 
Ple of the United States will never, 
come what may, allow Hitler to 
achieve his ambition of placing 
himself in the position of master- 
ing the world—only to exist, as 
the President puts it, ‘by his con- 
descending grace’.” 

The Daily Express described 
Roosevelt’s declarations as “sensa- 
tional,” and said editorially: 

“Today is a big day for the dem- 
ocratic cause, a decisive day in the 
war.” 

The Express said the Presi- 
dent’s pledge to protect ships of 
any nationality engaged in com- 
merce in American defense waters 
was “an immense step in the busi- 
ness of getting American arms to 
these shores” and declared “his 
purpose .. . is now clearly re- 
vealed as full support by the 
American fleet of the British 
navy, an invincible protection of 
the sea route between the U. 8. A. 
and Britain.” 

The Daily Sketch said the Presi- 
dent “minced no words” in the 
“strongest and most important 
state pronouncement made by 
America in this war.” 

The Britjsh radio in its first 
German-language news program 
today devoted 12 out of 20 minutes 
to comment on the Roosevelt 
speech and said “Hitler’s expulsion 
from the Atlantic is starting im- 
mediately.” 

The announcer said “Germany 
has lost the battle for the Atlan- 
tic .. . Should Germany remain in 
the Atlantic ocean, the British as

At Tokyo Koh Ishii, Japanese 
Cabinet Information Bureau 
spokesman, said Japan adhered to 
the general: principles of freedom 
of the seas, but would make no 
further comment.

Authoritative sources in the 
Netherlands East Indies said the 
broadcast brought an Allied vic- 
tory closer and they looked to the 
United States to oppose Axis ship- 
ping raids in the Pacific as well 
as Atlantic. 

The Madrid newspaper ABC said

WAIT HOUSE LIKENS 
LINDBERGH'S SPEECH: TO

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP). 
WHITE HOUSE secretary 
A today likened the speech 
of Charles A. Lindbergh 
at Des Moines last night to the 
“outpourings of Berlin” in re- 
cent days. 

Asked to comment on the 
speech in which Lindbergh 
charged “the British, the Jew- 
ish, and the Roosevelt admin- 
istration” were the “three most 
important groups which have 
been pressing this country to- 
ward war,” Press Secretary Ste- 
phen Early told reporters: 

“You have seen the outpour- 
ings of Berlin in the last three 
or four days. You saw what 
Lindbergh said last night. I 
think there is a striking sim- 
ilarity between the two.”

DES MOINES, Ia., Sept. 12 (AP). 
Charles A. Lindbergh contends 
the British, Jews and the Roosevelt 
administration are plotting to drive 
the United States into the war. 

His voice drowned out at times 
by the boos and cheers of a bois- 
the 


flyer declared at an America First 
rally last night: 

“The three most. important 
groups that have been pressing this 
country toward war are the British, 
the Jewish and the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration.” 

Before Lindbergh reached the 
platform, the crowd heard—and 
cheered 11 times—the broadcast of 
President Roosevelt’s address. 

Earl C. Jeffrey, America First 
representative, who estimated the 
crowd at 8500, said the conduct of 
the gathering during Lindbergh’s 


speech was “the worst I have 


seen.” 

‘It was a very small minority,” 
he added. “It looked like an or- 
ganized attempt to sabotage the 
meeting.” 

The “war agitators,” Lindbergh 
said, have planned: 

“First, to prepare the United 
States for war under the guise of 
American defense; second, to in- 
yolve us in the war, step by step, 
without our realization; third, to 
create a series of incidents which 
would force us into actual con- 
flict.” 


Thinks British Position Desperate. 


Terming the British position 
“desperate,” he declared Eng- 
land’s geographical position “such 
that she cannot win the war by 
the use of aviation alone, regard- 
less of how many planes we send 
her.” 

Except for American encourage- 
ment, he added, “I believe England 
would have negotiated a peace in 
Europe many months ago and be 
better off for doing so.” 

Lindbergh said he could under- 
stand why the Jewish people de- 
sired the overthrow of the Nazi 
government. 

“The persecution they suffered 
in Germany would be sufficient to 
make bitter enemies of any race. 
No person with a sense of the dig- 
nity of mankind can condone the 
persecution of the Jewish race in 
Germany.” 

He advised, however, “that in- 
stead of agitating for war, the 
Jewish groups in this country 
should be opposing it in every pos- 
sible way, for they will be among 
the first to feel its consequences.” 

Tolerance, he declared, “cannot 
survive war and devastation.” 

“Their greatest danger to this 
country,” he said of the Jews, “lie 
in their large ownership and influ- 
ence in our motion pictures, our 
press, our radio and our govern- 
ment.” 


Power and Emergency. 
Charging the international situ- 
ation had been used to obtain a 


third presidential term, he de- 
clared “the power of the Roose- 


velt administration depends upon.

“The danger of the Roosevelt

Beverage Bar, Dance Floor 
and Open Air Theater for 
Soldiers at Post. 


Elaborate recreational facilities 

almost within hailing distance of 
the barracks are now available for 
soldiers at Jefferson Barracks who 
formerly had to go many miles for 
a little relaxation after a day of 
military training. 
Called Sylvan Springs Park and 
just completed at a cost of $50,000, 
the new play area of 50 acres in- 
cludes a wooded section, baseball, 
football and track fields, a sunken 
beverage garden where 3.2 beer 
and soft drinks are sold, and an 
open-air amphitheater seating 6600 
persons. 

Begun early last summer, the 
project was originated by Lieut. 
Col. Raymond R. Brown, post com- 
mandant, as a desirable alternative 
to city dance halls and taverns to 
which soldiers drifted after duty. 

The beverage garden has a 100- 
foot bar, a large dance floor, a 
stage and an orchestra pit. 

Under present arrangements, the 
open-air theater is used almost 
every night for performgnces by 
amateurs or professionals, Profes- 
sional players appear every 
Wednesday. Admission charge to 
the professional shows is 30 cents 
while all amateur shows by soldiers 
or outside organizations are free. 

Dances at the park are held every 
night, with Tuesdays, Thursdays 
and Saturdays reserved for the 
larger dances at which outside or- 
chestras provide the music. On 
other nights, soldiers and their 
guests dance to the music of a 
juke box. 

The park will be open to public 
inspection for the first time next 
Sunday as part of the open house 
program at Jefferson Barracks.

STANDARD MILK ORDINANCE 
TO COVER COUNTY BY OCT. | 


Its Provisions, Extended Under 
State Regulation, Expected to 
Improve Health. 

The provisions of the standard 
milk ordinance, which assures St. 
Louisans of pure milk, and has 
been extended one by one to 12 
St. Louis County towns, will cover 
the whole county Oct. 1 under 
State Department of Agriculture 
and Board of Health regulations 
made possible by a 1939 law. 

Adoption of the standard provi- 
sions had awaited the necessary 
inspectors to enforce it and the 
preliminary steps toward dealers’ 
understanding and co-operation, 
undertaken by the County Health 
Department more than a year ago 
and spurred last year by a typhoid 
outbreak, traced to a milk dealer’s 
cistern in an unincorporated area, 
which sent 25 persons to Isolation 
Hospital. 

Such outbreaks may be expected 
to end with county-wide enforce- 
ment, says a Board of Health an- 
nouncement today. The immediate 
tasic of supervision will lie with 
the County Health Department, 
and the.co-operation of the Farm 
Bureau, which has -aided many 
farmers with practical advice on 
inexpensively meeting the regula- 
tions, will continue. Already 17 of 
the 65 dealers affected, who include 
one-cow farmers, have begun the 
necessary improvements, and these 
are in addition to the 29 dairies 
now selling Grade A milk in towns 
covered by the standard ordinance.

Floats Again 


Golden Eagle, Freed From Mississippi River 
Sandbar, Will Make Usual Trip to 
Muscle Shoals Next Spring. 


The Golden Eagle’s mellow whis- 
tle will echo over the historic St. 
Louis river front at 5:30 p. m. next 
April 25, The last of the Missis- 


sippi packet boats, snagged, sunk 
and virtually given up last June, 
will cast off then for its tradition- 
al opening cruise for 1942, seven 
days to Muscle Shoals and return. 

The Eagle floated yesterday. The 
Leyhes — Capt. Henry and Capt. 
Buck—have not quit the river. 
Nobody really believed they would, 
though they began to think about 
it back in 1918 when the then ex- 
tensive Eagle Packet Co. fleet was 
wiped out in the Tennessee and 
thought about it pretty hard this 
summer as first one hitch and then 
another delayed recovery of the 
Eagle. 

She sank last June 14, after 
striking a partly submerged dike 
a few miles north of Chester, IIl. 
Capt. Buck (William H.) Leyhe 
nosed her into the bank and held 
her hard against the shore until 
all the 55 passengers and all the 
crew of 58 but one, killed by the 
back-lash of a snapping line, were 
safely ashore. Then Capt, Buck 
followed, huddled down in a blank- 
et with the stacked luggage and 
life preservers, and began to con- 
sider means of getting her afloat 
again. 

20-Foot Hole in Hull. 

A diver explored the hull. A gap- 
ing hole was 20 feet under water, 
too deep to patch until the river 
fell. When it began falling it kept 
on, so that, patched and pumped 
out, the Golden Eagle lifted for- 
ward, but heeled over and struck 
hard aground for 50 feet aft. 
Dredges worked two days and gave 
up. 

Capt. Buck and Capt. Henry re- 
turned to their wharf-boat below 
Eads Bridge, held court with old- 
timers and new-comers on the river 
in their boat store there, and 
talked of quitting—83 years after 
the first Capt. Leyhe launched his 
first Mississippi steamboat. They 
had to get their 1942 schedules, if 
any, out by fall, they said; their 
patrons, some of them regulars for 
three decades, made reservations 
months ahead; for example, Illi- 
nois Mining Institute, which met 


every year of the last 23 on the 
Golden Eagle, always made its ap- 
plication in October. 

They'd talked of quitting after 
their $500,000 fleet went out with 
the Tennessee River ice jam, and 


then’ they got the Golden Eagle, ; 


arranged safe winter quarters in 
Alton Slough, and started fresh. 
They spoke of it again after they 
sold the Cape Girardeau, then the 
pride of the Mississippi, in 1935, 
and a couple of years later the 
Golden Eagle, racing by stopwatch 
against two Sacramento River 
steamers, won the traditional ant- 
lers of the rivers’ fleetest. And 
they hadn’t even thought of quit- 
ting back in 1896, when Capt. Henry 
took the towboat Louis Houck 
through the St. Louis tornado 
while the watchman moaned, 
“We'll all go to hell together!” 
River Rises, Boat Floats. 

So, even as the falling river left 
the Golden Eagle in steadily gloom- 
ier circumstances, they set to. work 
on her again, “camping out” in the 
cook-house aboard. They cleaned 
out tons of silt. They built up a 
bulkhead 10-12 feet tall around the 
deck aft, so that, even at the angle 
at which she lay, she would not 
take on water if the river ever rose 
again, and for a while there seemed 
some doubt. 

Meanwhile, the sandbar which 
the dike was designed to foster 
built up about the Golden Eagle 
until she was left high and dry, 
and the Leyhes returned to St. 
Louis for a waiting game. 

But at the end of summer the 
river began to rise again, and yes- 
terday it passed 89 on the St. 
Louis gauge. The bulkhead held. 
The steamboat slowly righted, 
while the Leyhes held their breath 
and softly swore, and then, as a 
tug puffed at a line astern, she 
quivered and floated free. She was 
taken to Chester to await the A. I. 
Baker, on the way upstream to tow 
her *down to the ways at Paducah 
for repairs. 

Gruff Capt. Henry telephoned 
his people, waiting on the wharf- 
boat, “with tears in his voice,” 
they said. “She straightened up 
so you'd never know she’d sunk,” 
he told them. “She looks mighty 
pretty.”

Continued strike action against

The action was approved almost 
unanimously by the parents, who 
attended a meeting at the Caron- 
delet Library, 6800 Michigan ave- 
nue. The Board of Education was 
bitterly denounced by speakers at 
the meeting, called by the Caron- 
delet Taxpayers’ Association, 
formed to protest against the new 
school setup in the area. Parents 
were still smarting at the board’s 
summary dismissal of their plea 
for reconsideration of the change 
at its meeting last Tuesday. 

Francis M. O’Brien, attorney for 
the parents’ group, said the atti- 
tude of the board toward the South 
Side petitioners had been equiva- 
lent to saying, “What the hell do 
you think you’re accomplishing by 
coming here? We're running the 
schools; so you might as well go 
back to "Carondelet.” 

Lawyer Advises Parents. 

Before the overwhelming vote to 
maintain pressure on the board 
by keeping children home from 
school, O’Brien told parents that 
no legal action could be taken 
against them if they spent a little 
time each day in teaching their 
children themselves. One mother 
in the audience declared: “I'll keep 
my children home, even if I have to 
go to jail.” 

Louis J. Haas, secretary of the 


parents’ group, reviewed the in- 


grade pupils of Lyon, Virginia ave- 
nue, and Carondelet schools were 
transferred to Blow, and elemen-

LONDON, Sept. 12 (AP).—John 


'Biggers, United States lease-lend 


director in London, said today the 
combined efforts of the United 
States and Great Britain should 
outdo Axis production by the mid- 
dle of 1943. 

“When Hitler chose his mechan- 
ized war effort,” Biggers said, “he 
certainly chose an effort which is 
right up our alley.” 

Biggers said he was aware of 
British criticism of United States 


production, but asserted he was 
positive the “first major wave of 
United States production will be 
harvested in December of this 
year.” 

He exhibited production charts 
he said had not yet been made 
public in the United States. 


Gains Cited. 

The charts showed: 

Small arms ammunition—Pro- 
duction now double what it was a 
year ago. By December present 
production will be doubled. 

Machine guns—Present produc- 
tion Righ, but will be almost dou- 
bled by December. 

Aluminum—No increase until 
after January, 1942. 

Magnesium—More than doubled 
in the last year.

Merchant ships—There has been 
a modest acceleration and a big 
jump in August of this year.

ROME, Sept. 12 (AP).—Italian 
and German warships, exposed 
now to “deliberate aggressive ac- 
tion of American warships,” must 
attack in self-defense if they can- 
not escape, Virginio Gayda de- 
clared today. 

“It is evident,” the Fascist editor 
wrote in the newspaper I Giornale 
d'Italia, “that after the precise 
announcement given by the White 


House every Italian and German 
ship, knowing itself exposed to de- 
liberate aggressive action of Amer- 
ican warships, must attack for its 
self-defense if it lacks the possibil- 
ity of escaping attack.” . 

Political circles denounced Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's announcement as 
a “deliberate, flagrant violation of 
neutrality which, juridically, the 
United States of America has not 
abandoned.” 


Gayda said “no formal declara- 
tion or war could now add any 
new or different element to the 
reality of this open, direct aggres- 
sion pre-announced by Roosevelt's 
speech.” 

A statement issued in political 
circles said Roosevelt's address 
showed a desire for “aggressive 
occupation of strategic points out- 
side American waters” and 
charged the President with having 
arranged to “exploit the slightest 
incident.”

ly identified American ships or to 
continue a “policy of indiscriminate 
violence” against any vessel sail- 
ing the seas—belligerent or non- 
belligerent.” 

“No act of violence or intimida- 
tion,” he declared, “will keep us 
from maintaining intact two bul- 
warks of defense: First, our line 
of supply of material to the ene- 
mies of Hitler, and, second, the 
freedom of our shipping on the 
high seas. 


“No matter what it takes, no 
matter what it costs, we will keep 
open the line of legitimate com- 
merce In these defensive waters of 
ours.” 


At the same time the President 
promised that equal American pro- 
tection would be given to all other 
ships engaged in commerce in our 
defensive waters. 

Contrary to some speculation, 
the President did not ask for re- 
peal of the Neutrality Act, and he 
did not mention convoys. He like- 
wise omitted specific references to 
aid to Soviet Russia and the mari- 
time and military situation in the 
Far East. 

His warning requires no legisla- 
tion from Congress. As Comman- 
der-in-Chief of the armed forces 
he can constjtutionally take the 
necessary steps, without a Con- 
gressional declaration of war, to 
protect this country. 

“The Only Step Possible.” 

Speaking of the orders he had 
given to carry out his policy, the 
President concluded in a grave 
voice: 

“This is my obvious duty in this 
crisis. That is the clear right of 
this sovereign nation. That is the 
only step possible, if we would keep 
tight the wall of defense which we 
are pledged to maintain around this 
Western Hemisphere. 

“I have no illusions about the 
gravity of this step. I have not 


taken it hurriedly or lightly. It is 
the result of months and months 
of constant thought and anxiety 
and prayer. In the protection of 
your nation and mine it cannot 
be avoided. 

“The American people have 
faced other grave crises in their 
history—with American courage 
and resolution. They will do no 
less today.. 

“They know the actualities of the 
attacks upon us. They know the 
necessity of a bold defense against 
these attacks. They know that 
the times call for clear heads and 
fearless hearts. 


“And with that inner strength 
that comes to a free people con- 
scious of their duty, conscious of 
the righteousness of what they do, 
they will—with Divine help and 
guidance—stand their ground 
against this latest assault upon 
their democracy, their sovereignty 
and their freedom.” 


The President spoke with im- 
pressive calm, enunciating his 
words slowly and clearly. This 
lent particular force to his state- 
ment that “we Americans are 
keeping our feet on the ground 
and are not becoming hysterical or 
losing our sense of proportion by 
reason of a single piratical attack 
on one of our ships.” 

The long range view, he con- 
tinued, made it clear that these 
acts of international lawlessness 
were part of a general Nazi plan 
to abolish freedom of the seas and 
to acquire absolute control and 
domination of the seas for them- 
selves. If that could be accomp- 
lished, he continued, the way would 
be open for the domination of the 
United States and the Western 
Hemisphere by force. 

“Under Nazi control of the seas,” 
he asserted, “no merchant ship of 
tne United States or any other 
American republic would be free 


to carry on peaceful commerce, ex- 
cept by the condescending grace 


of this foreign and _ tyrannical 
power. The Atlantic Ocean which 
has been, and which should al- 
ways be, a free and friendly high- 
way for us would then become a 
deadly menace to commerce of the 
United States, to the coasts of the 
United States and even to the in- 
land cities of the United States.” 


If British Navy Is Beaten. 

To acquire world domination 
Hitler must silence the British 
navy, the President went on, while 
the American navy can be invinci- 
ble only if the British navy sur- 
vives. 


At this point he used his favorite 
arithmetical illustration to show 
that Germany, Italy and Japan, if 
they could attain world domination 
would save the man power and 
physical resources to outbuild this 
country several times over. 

“Tt is now clear,” he said, “that 
Hitler has begun his campaign to 
control the seas by ruthless force 
and by wiping out every vestige of 
international law, every vestige of 
humanity. 

“No tender whispering of appeas- 
ers that Hitler is not interested in 
the Western Hemisphere, no sopo- 
rific lullabies that a wide ocean 
protects us from him—can long 
have any effect on the hard-head- 
ed, far-sighted and realistic Ameri- 
can people. 

“And I am sure that even now 
the Nazis are waiting, waiting to 
see whether the United States will 
by silence, give them the green 
light to go ahead on this path of 
destruction. 

“The Nazi danger to our West- 
ern World has long ceased to be 
a mere possibility. The danger is 
here now—not only from a mili- 
tary enemy but from an enemy of 
all law, all liberty, all morality, all 
religion.” 


the Nazi danger squarely in the 
eye until it actually. had them by 
the throat. 

The White House announced yes- 
terday that the President’s speech 
would be in clear English and 
leave no questions unanswered. 
Yet questions are bound to rise 
over the omission of clear bound- 
aries of American defense zones. 

The following statement is open 
to several interpretations: 

“If submarines or raiders attack 
in distant waters, they can at- 
tack equally well within sight of 
our own shores. Their very pres- 
ence in any waters which America 
deems vital to its defense consti- 
tutes an attack. 

“In the waters which we deem 
necessary for our defense, Amer- 
ican naval vessels and American 
planes will no longer wait until 
Axis submarines lurking under 
the water, or Axis raiders on the 
surface of the sea, strike their 
deadly blow—first.” 

The regular Friday press confer- 
ence has been canceled and no 
presidential answers will be pos- 
sible to such a question as “Is the 
Red Sea, where the Steel Seafarer 
was sunk, included; are the straits 
of Japan in our defensive zone?” 

It is hardly likely that the Presi- 
dent would have answered these 
questions, beyond telling the re- 
porters that the speech spoke for 
itself. I: is highly probable that 
one reason the conference was can- 
celed was that the President want- 
ed to avoid being put in a position 
of declining to amplify his speech. 


1600 MESSAGES 
ON ROOSEVELT TALK 


By the Associated Press. — 
The White House announced to- 


day that of 1600 messages received 
overnight and this morning on 
President , Roosevelt’s shoot-on- 
sight radio address “only 150” were 
critical and not in accord with it. 

At the same time Stephen Early, 
presidential secretary, said a Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System sur- 
vey showed the address was heard 
by the second largest audience of 
American radio listeners. 

The survey, Early said, gave the 
speech a 67 per cent rating, which 
meant that 67 per cent of a poten- 
tial audience of 60,000,000 persons 
heard it. A 70 per cent rating was 
given the President’s May 27 speech 
in which he declared an unlimited 
national emergency, 

The CBS survey was exclusive 
of foreign audiences which heard 
the address by short wave and the 
theater and motion picture audi- 
ences which listened during sus- 
pension of regular shows. 

The powerful beams of two Bos- 
ton short wave radio stations— 
WBOS and WRUL—circled the 
greater part of the globe today 
carrying the speech in more than 
a dozen languages to nations of 
Europe and Latin America. 

The broadcasts were to continue 
at intervals until late tonight and 
were to be resumed tomorrow with 
excerpts of foreign comment and 
other reactions to the President’s 
assertion that the United States 
navy would sink Axis vessels in 
the defense zone.

Defends Movie Firms 
Against Monopoly 
Charges, Says Their Ri- 
valry Is Cut-Throat. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP).— 
Wendell L. Willkie, defending the 
motion picture producers against 
monopoly charges made before a 
Senate committee, asserted today 
the movie makers were engaged 
in “the fiercest cut-throat compe- 
tition of any industry in the coun- 


try. 

The 1940 Republican presidential 
nominee told reporters that in- 
stead of co-operating in a calcu- 
lated program to ifstill war prop- 
aganda into films, the motion pic- 
ture companies were “cutting each 


other to piecesintheir efforts to 
put over box-office successes. 

Willkie is representing the in- 
dustry in hearings before a Sen- 
ate Interstate Commerce sub-com- 
mittee on a resolution by Senators 
Nye (Rep.), North Dakota, and 
Clark (Dem.), Missouri, to investi- 
gate reports of propaganda in 
films. 

John T. Flynn, newspaper and 
magazine writer who testified yes- 
terday, urged the committee to 
act toward breaking up what he 
charged was a monopolistic com- 
bine operating a private censorship 
against the dissemination of peace 
appeals, while working to involve 
this country in war. 

But Willkie said that the films 
against which Fiynn lodged his 
chief complaints—“March of Time” 
shorts and features’ released 
through United Artists—were not 
even produced by the “Big Four” 
companies. 

Willkie listed tlose companies 
as Twentieth Century-Fox, Para- 
mount, Warner Brothers and 
Loews, which controls Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer. He added that the 
monopoly charges by Flynn and 
other witnesses appeared to be di- 
rected chiefly against those firms. 

Meanwhile, Chairman D. Worth 
Clark (Dem.), Idaho, said the com- 
mittee probably would arrange to 
see uncut versions of some of the 
pictures within a few days, to per- 
mit members to determine for 
themselves if they contained war 
propaganda. Earlier, the commit- 
tee had rejected Senator McFar- 
land’s (Dem.), Arizona, suggestion 
that the committee recess and see 
all the pictures questioned. :

NAZI MESSAGES 
ON PLANE OUTPUT 
NUS. DISELOSED 


Received From Hamburg 
by F. B. I. Station on 
Long Island— identified 
at Espionage Trial. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 12 (AP).— 
The Government disclosed today 
the texts of secret messages in 
which a Hamburg spy center re- 
quested information about Ameri- 
can airplane production and tech- 


nical and military intelligence. 
The messages, received by 4&4 
counterespionage radio station 
operated secretly by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation on Long 
Island, were identified by James 
Cc. Ellsworth, F. B. I. agent and 
Government witness at the trial of 
16 men charged with conspiracy 
to spy for Germany. 
The messages were addressed to 
William G. Sebold, who testified 
earlier that he was assigned to spy 
in this country by the German 
Gestapo. He turned his assign- 
ment over to the F. B. L, which 
built the Long Island station and 
operated it in counterespionage, 
Willingness to Pay. 
One group of messages indicated 
that the German principal was 
willing to pay large amounts for 
defense intelligence, and a German 
message on Oct. 31, 1940, said “We 
have in mind to establish a big de- 
posit with a New York bank. We 
request recommendations as to 
how payments can be made unsus- 
piciously; or would you rather re- 
ceive money through Mexico?” 
Some messages indicated satis- 
faction on both sides with money 
matters, and finally $5000 was sent 
to Sebold in care of the Chase 
National Bank in New York. 
Among the messages introduced 
in evidence as having been re- 
ceived by the Long Island station 
from the outlaw station AOR in 
Hamburg, were: 
June 3, 1940 (when it was re- 
ported that the French might try 
to move their liner Normandie out 
of New York—“thanks for reports. 
Observe Normandi.” 
June 13, 1940—“Is it true that 
shipments of provisions have pref- 
erence over war materials.” 
June 29 — “Deliver all material 
through Siegler to H. Duarte, Lis- 
bon, Hotel Duos Maloes (or Na- 
coes). Password on meeting is 
Sesam greets Franz. Duarte will 
hand over to Siegler 500 for Roe- 
der; 300 for you; 200 for Lily; 250 
for Dunn, Distribution of money 
by you. Don’t borrow money for 
Lily. All should report military 
and technical information delivered 
to England. Siegler should bring 
Stigler also to Duarte. Hearty 
greetings.” ; 

(Lily Stein and Everett Roeder 
were among 17 who have pleaded 
guilty on one or both counts of the 
indictment. Franz J. Stigler is on 
trial.)

Invites Rail Executives to 
Tired of Delays-on River- 


Core 


Mayor William Dee Becker to- 
day asked executives of all. inter- 
ested railroads to meet with him 
and other city officials at City Hall 
‘Thursday afternoon, Sept, 25, to try 
to agree on a plan for removal of 
the Terminal Railroad Association’s 
elevated line on the riverfront 
paralleling the eastern boundary 
of the Jefferson Memorial national 
park. 

Executives of the Terminal and 
of all proprietary and tenant rail- 
roads using the Terminal’s facili- 
ties were invited to -the meeting. 
In a sharply worded statement is- 
sued today Mayor Becker indicated 
he was tired of the delays encoun- 
tered in trying to get the elevated 
tracks removed. 


The Mayor said he was calling 


in the representatives of the‘ af- 
fected railroads because P. J. Wat- 
son Jr., president of the Terminal, 
has stated he had no authority to 
approve any plan which would re- 
quire rerouting through Hast St. 
Louis of passenger trains of the 
various roads. Watson suggested 
that the city handle the rerouting 
question directly with the railroads 
concerned. 
Doyne Plan Reroutes $2. 

A plan for removal of the ele- 
vated tracks prepared by Director 
of Public Utilities Max H. Doyne 
and said to be acceptable to the 
National Park Service contem- 
plates the rerouting of 32 passen- 
ger trains between St. Louis and 
the East. Under this plan the 
passenger trains which now use 
the Merchants’ Bridge and _ the 
riverfront elevated tracks would 
use the Municipal Bridge, and be- 
tween the east side approaches 
of the Municipal Bridge and the 
Merchants’ Bridge would operate 
by way of the Relay Depot in East 
St. Louis over tracks of the Ter- 
minal and the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, 

The rerouting of these passenger 
trains would require the approval 
of the operating railroads and also 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, Watson pointed out in a 
memorandum submitted to the city 
following presentation of Doyne’s 
plan last July. The proposed re- 
routing would result.in congestion 
and slower service, Watson said. 

* Favors Surface Line. 

Watson informed the city short- 
ly after presentation of Doyne’s 
plan that the Terminal was in gen- 
eral agreement with Doyne’s sug- 
gestions for removal of the ele- 
vated tracks and for construction 
of a double-track surface‘line along 
the levee. Doyne said it was not 
feasible to place the _ riverfront 
tracks in a tunnel or open cut at 
this time because the grade level 
for ultimate improvement of the 
riverfront park has not been de- 
termined. 

Mayor Becker, In a statement to- 
day, rejected a proposal by Wat- 
son that the city’s $5,000,000 dam- 
age suit against the Terminal 
should be settled in connection 
with any agreement that is reached 
on removal of the elevated tracks. 
The Mayor said the damage suit 
has no relation to the question of 
elevated’ removal or rerouting of 
trains. 

The suit, filed in 1937, is based on 
alleged breach of a contract be- 
tween the Terminal and the city 
providing for the construction by 
the Terminal of certain approaches 
to the Municipal Bridge and use 
of that bridge by the Terminal, 
and the leasing of the vehicle deck 
of the Ead’s Bridge to the city. 


CREATION OF GROUP URGED 
TO STUDY U. S., STATE TAXES 


Vice-President of Accountants’ In- 
stitute Also Advocates Cut in 
Levy on Higher Brackets, 

Creation of a nonpartisan com- 
mission to make a thorough sur- 
vey of Federal and state taxes and 
to devise a definite national taxa- 
tion policy was advocated last 
night by T. Dwight Williams of 
Oklahoma City, vice-president of 
the American Institute of Account- 
ants, addressing the St. Louis chap- 
ter of the Missouri Society of Cer- 
tified Public Accountants at Hotel 
Statler. 

No serious attempt has been 
made to study the results of na- 
tional and state taxation policies 
during the past 25 years, he said, 
and uncertainty about new taxes 
has had an upsetting effect on 
business, : 

Williams urged reduction of 
taxes in the higher income brackets 
to encourage investment in new 
productive enterprises. “The ef- 
fect on the whole national economy 
will far outweigh any increase or 
decrease in tax revenues,” he said.

Germans Say Country Is Quiet, But Swedes 
Write That Repression Has 
Fanned Spirit of Revolt. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Sept. 12 
(AP). — Reports from Oslo today 
said a spirit of revolt against the 
German-supported Quisling Gov- 
ernment was growing rapidly in 
Norway and that conflict was indi- 
cated in the next few days with 
the trade unions leading the op- 
position to the Nazis. 

The unions have about 350,000 
members. 

A great many persons were re- 
ported arrested at a number of 
places in Norway Thursday. 

Ludvik Buland, vice president of 
the Labor Federation, was sen- 
tenced to death and then  par- 
doned by Joseph Terboven, Nazi 
gauleiter for Norway. Official ac- 
counts said “labor peace was re- 
stored and there were no episodes 
of any kind.” 

University Head Ousted. 

Among persons sentenced in 
Oslo were Asbjoern Ruud and Olaf 
Oekern, famous skiers, both sent 
to prison for 12 years. Didrik 
Arup Seip, president of Oslo’s uni- 
versity, was removed, 

The nature of the charges 
against these men was not stated. 
In Thursday‘s extensive actio 
against trade unions all over Nor- 
way, all local funds were confis- 
cated and membership lists were 
seized by the authorities. All boy 
scout organizations were ordered 

dissolved, 

Special correspondents for the 
Stockholm papers reported every- 
thing was so quiet in Oslo that the 
town was “dead” after 8 o'clock 
every night, but that the execu- 
tions of Wednesday inflamed the 


undercover spirit of revolt and led 
to the preventive steps taken by 
the Quisling regime on Thursday. 

Those executed were Viggo Han- 
steen, secretary of the Norwegian 
Labor Federation, and Rolf Vick- 
stroem, a trades union president. 

Authorities in Bergen, Trond- 
heim and Stavanger threatened to 
proclaim a civil siege such as exists 
in Oslo if there were any signs of 
agitation. 

Nazi Warning. 

(A dispatch from Berlin quoted 
the Oslo Nazi paper, Fritt Folk, as 
warning the public that additional 
heads of organizations would lose 
their positions “if they are not 
more reasonable.” 

(The threat followed the dis- 
banding of many organizations and 
seizure of properties in the wake 
of a strike in the iron and ship- 
building industries, the German 
dispatch said.

‘Evasion Cleared Away,’ Says New York 
Herald-Tribune—Short of What Nation Ex- 
pected, Declares Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


DITORIAL comment from newspapers in various parts of the country 
concerning President Roosevelt's address last night follows:

Hartford Courant—The long road 
down which the nation has trav- 
eled since the repeal of the em- 
bargo nearly two years ago is 
coming to an end. When the 
Lease-Lend Act was adopted, the 
nation declared its purpose to ac- 
complish the defeat of Hitlerism, 
and the orders now given to the 
navy to shoot the warships of the 
Axis on sight simply constitute 
meang to make the intention good. 

Los Angeles Times—Many, not 
all of them isolationists, will say 
the President’s address amounts to 
a declaration of war on Germany 
and Italy, so far as it lies within 
the executive power to declare war. 
It does not. It is a declaration of 
intent to defend , . our safety 
and our rights against a proven 
and already undertaken program 
of wanton assault upon both... 
a show of righteous force more 
often than not tends to discourage 
gangster bullets. 

Cleveland News — The United 
States today has reassumed its 
true character as a nation of 130,- 
000,000 people of independence and 
dignity, with enough foresight to 
deserve survival in a quaking 
world and enough courage to as- 
sure it. The policy enunciated last 
night by President Roosevelt is the

New York World-Telegram: The 
President in this latest move does 
not declare war, technically. But 
actually he comes so close to shoot- 
ing—and in his own phrase “shoot- 
ing means war’-—that Congress 
should speak on the policy the 
President has expressed. 

Kansas City Star—It was a great 
speech the President made last 
night; moderate, reasoned, re- 
strained. The speech did not invite 
war. It put the decision up to 
Hitler, . . Certainly it is a de- 
cision that involves risks. A de- 
cision to do nothing would involve 
greater risks. 


Christian Science Monitor—The 
United States has at last an- 
nounced that it will defend itself 
at sea. It will use its navy for the 
purpose for which it was built— 
to make the ocean a wall of de- 
fense instead of a highway for at- 
tack.

“a certain amount” for each port 
touched in danger areas. Arm- 
strong said the present bonus paid 
unlicensed personnel was $60 a 
month,

But what 
is possible and most desirable, it 
seems to me, is to cease talking 
as if a negotiated peace were in it- 
self a bad thing, and to say in- 
stead what in fact every sensible 
person means: that Hitler has to 
be fought because it is impossible 
to negotiate with Hitler and that 
the object of the fighting is to find 
a German government with which 
a reliable and decent peace can be 
negotiated. 

Such a re-definition of the Allied 
aims would produce no sudden mir- 
acle, but, because it is honestly 
fitted to the question which will 
be in the minds of Germans, it will 
begin to work and have its effect 
and cause the Germans to consider 
what kind of German government 
they could establish which could in 
fact end the war and liquidate the 
Nazi crimes. Then they might be 
led to consider the extreme desir- 
ability of Ceposing the Nazi gov- 
ernment while the German army is 
still capable of an orderly with- 
drawal from the occupied territory, 
and capable still of insuring some 
equality of bargaining power in 
the peace negotiations. And they 
might be led to consider further 
whether their best chance of liqui- 
dating the vengeance which the 
Nazis have incurred will not lie in 
a German government led by Ger-

convince all the peoples that as 
long as Hitler exists, he must ex- 
pend his aggressions, and that they 
will all encounter him somewhere 
sometime, unless his career is end- 
ed before he can get at them. Thus 
there has been formed under the 
pressure of his assaults the great- 
est popular coalition which has 
ever been brought together in the 
history of the world. But this is 
only one side of the shield. The 
other, which can no longer be neg- 
lected, is the effect of this trans- 
formation of the war upon Ger- 
many and her allies. 

It must be just as evident to 
the Germans and Italians as it is 
to us that Hitler’s resounding vic- 
tories have not brought peace but 
only a longer war and more en- 
emies. Even if we did not know it 
from reliable reports, we could be 
certain that the Italians and an 
inereasing number of Germans 
must be wondering how and when, 
if ever, Hitler can bring this war 
to a conclusion.

Librarian Speaks. 


Oscar Orman, librarian at Wash- 
ington University, asserted the 
civil service amendment provides 
for “those principles of fair play 
and equal opportunities which 
American labor seeks for all work- 
ers.” He spoke before the CIO 
Steel Workers at the South Side 
Hotel, 3500 South Broadway. 

“The proposed civil service law’s 
basic requirement,” he said, “is this: 
that city employes shall be ap- 
pointed; without regard to their 
politics or religion, solely on the 
basis of their demonstrated com- 
petence to do the work for which 
they apply, and that city employes, 
once they are employed, may not 
be discharged for any other rea- 
son than their incompetence, after 
this has been demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of an impartial com- 
mission, which has the power to re- 
instate, without loss of pay, any 
employe whose straw boss shall 
have wrongfully discharged or 
otherwise disciplined him. 

“In brief, city employes will be 
able to stand upright as men to 
men in seeking employment, with- 
out first working up political pull, 
and ask that their competence be 
fairly determined; and city em- 
ployes will be able to stand up- 
right as men to men, and insist on 
their rights to remain in the city’s 
employ as good, honest workmen, 
without having first to do the bid- 
ding of a political boss in ringing 
doorbells, getting out the vote, or 
kicking back a part of their pay 
for party slush funds. 

“Now it has been circulated by 
a whispering campaign that these 
examinations which will be given 
for city jobs will work against the 
average skilled and unskilled work- 
er. This my friends, is absolutely 
untrue. I have seen some of the 
examinations that are given under 
civil service in Cincinnati and in 
the Federal Government. Take the 
Cincinnati examination for gar- 
bage collector. Here it is: 

“Part One. A physical examina- 
tion to determine whether the ap- 
plicant’s health would be impaired 
by such heavy work. 

“Part Two. An actual demonstra- 
tion that he can lift an average 
weight garbage can to the average 
height of a truck. .

He Uses Argument Denounced 
as Part of, ‘Whispering 
Campaign.’ 


An ineident illustrating the 
“whispering campaign” whigh, ac- 
cording to Dean Joseph A. Mc-

DEFENSE BOND SALES 
$1,809,975 LAST WEEK 


Total for St. Louis District 
Now $64,152,475, Re- 
serve Bank Reports. 


Sale of defense savings bonds 
in the Eighth Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict amounted to $1,809,975 during 
the week ending yesterday, it was 
announced today by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis. The 
district includes parts of seven 
states. The total district sale since 
May 1, when the bonds were first 


offered, now stands at $64,152,475. 

Of last week’s sale, $875,000 rep- 
resented purchases of securities of 
the two larger denominations, Of 
this amount, about $100,000 went 
to buyers in St. Louis and its vi- 
cincity. The total district sale of 
the series is now $44,605,700. 

The district’s 872 qualiifed issu- 
ing agents for Series E, or smallest 
denomination, bonds reported sales 
for the week totaling $763,275, to 
increase their total sale to $16,- 
452,450. The reserve bank itself 
sold by mail and over the coun- 
ter Series E bonds worth $171,- 
700, making its total sale of the 
series $3,094,325, 

The Postoffice reported receipts 
from local sales of Series E bonds 
in the week ending Wednesday at 
$132,318. Stamps sold in the week 
amounted to $23,688. Postoffice to- 
tals now stand: Bonds, $2,576,887, 
and stamps, $236,156.

ANOTHER YEAR OF DEFERMENT 
SOUGHT FOR COLLEGE MEN 


Educators Say Draft Is Confusing 
Students; Appear Before Senate 
Subcommittee, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP).— 
A group of college officials, declar- 
ing that the Selective Service Act 
is causing confusion among college 
students, asked Congress today to 
grant students deferment from 
military or naval duty until they 
had completed their current school 
year, 

The educators, including Dean 
Herbert E. Hawkes of Cojumbia 
University, appeared before a Sen- 
ate Military subcommittee. 

The original Selective Service 
Act provided for the deferment of 
college students until the end of 
the 1940-41 school year.

Roudebush pointed out that the 
city of St. Louis is one-of the larg- 
est employers in this area, if not 
the largest, employing about 7400 
employes and paying annual wages 
of about $10,000,000.

“In another hospital it was 
found that two porters were as 
signed full time to empty 48 waste 
baskets a@ day. It has also been 
found that some workers do work 
in one’ class and are paid in a 
different class. This, in one de- 
partment a switchboard operator 
has “been paid as a laborer and 
in another a foreman has been 
paid as a sewer cleaner.

St. Louis Needs Civil Service. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OVERNMENT —city, county, state 
and Federal—represents the biggest 

business enterprises in a nation known 

throughout the world for successful and 
profita#le operation of business organiza- 
tions. 

The history of the successful corpora- 
tions in the United States shows clearly 
that their success has been due princi- 
pally to careful selection of trained, hon- 
est, aggressive employes. They do not 
sell their customers or plan their activ- 
ities through employes who are employes 
merely because they happen to be of 
some particular politica] faith. 

Their personnel is selected and re- 
tained entirely on the basis of merit and 
performance. Through such selection of 
employes, they have, over a period of 
years, paid to those both rich and poor 
substantial returns on investments. 

Why, then, should our city, one of 
the largest business operations in our

THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

In a carefully phrased, unemotional declaration 
of United States policy, President Roosevelt notified 
Adolf Hitler last night that the American nayy will 
no longer play a passive role in the Atlantic, but 
will shoot, and shoot to kill, if it encounters Ger- 
man or Italian raiders or submarines. In fact, the 
President, as Commander-in-Chief of the United 


| States army and navy, has already given orders to 


carry out that policy—“at once.” 
The immediate cause of the President’s new pol- 


icy of aggressive defense was the attack made upon 


That ship, flying the American flag, was fired upon 
in broad daylight, “without warning and with de- 
liberate design to sink her.” The Greer, said the 
President, “was in waters which the Government of 
the United States had declared to be waters of self- 
defense—surrounding outposts of American pro- 
tection in the Atlantic.” ' 

While the President emphasized the Greér inci- 
dent, he cited also the sinking, a few months ago, 
of the Robin Moor in the middle of the South At- 
lantic: the stalking of an American battleship in 
July by a submarine; the torpedoing of the 8. Ss. 
Sessa, flying the flag of Panama and. carrying 
civilian supplies to Iceland, and the sinking of the 
Steel Seafarer in the Red Sea. Although the Prest- 
dent said it would be unworthy of a great nation to 
exaggerate an isolated incident, it would be folly. 
“to minimize such incidents in the face of evidence 
which makes it clear that the incident is not iso- 
lated, but part of a general plan”—a plan of the 
Nazis to abolish freedom of the seas “and to ac- 
quire absolute control and domination of the seas for 
themselves,” 

The President did not present the broad case 
against Nazi-ism, but confined himself to the attack 
on our shipping and based his decision to shoot upon 
the nation’s responsibility for its own defenses. He 
cited as precedents President John Adams’ order t6 
the navy to clean out European privateers and war- 
ships which were infesting Caribbean and South 
American waters, destroying our commerce; and the 
order of Thomas Jefferson to the navy to proceed 
against the pirates of North Africa. 

Does the President’s speech mean that shooting will 
actually occur? It is entirely up to Hitler. The griev- 
ous error of his submarine commander in firing upon 
the Greer has brought down upon him a situation 
analogous to that of the years 1916 and 1917, when 
unrestricted German submarine warfare caused this 
country to enter the war on the side of the Allies. If 
Hitler continues to attack American shipping, shoot- 
ing will follow, and when shooting occurs, the tem- 
per of this nation will no doubt rise to a demand 
for total war. 

The President’s speech places Hitler in a dilemma. 
Hither he must stand idly by and watch the great 
resources of this nation ferried over the seas to 
Great Britain and Russia—the resources which in the 
end will spell his doom—or he will desperately 
attempt to destroy the bridge of ships and thus in- 
vite full-dress American participation in the war. 
The President’s speech thus draws the net around 
Hitler tighter—the net represented by Britain’s suc- 
cessful defense of its own island and its ever-grow- 
ing aerial attacks upon Germany; the net of the 
British blockade, which seals Europe from badly 
needed raw materials; the net of the huge Russian 
army which menaces Hitler in the Hast. 

There were many who expected the President to 
go much farther than he did actually go last night; 
but it is evident that he is playing a shrewd oul 
careful game, refusing to permit extremists to stam- 
pede him. In this cosmie poker game, the Presi- 
dent does not yet deem it necessary to push in his 
stack; yet as hand after hand is played, Hitler is 
being slowly frozen out. ; 

For two years, Hitler has enjoyed the advantage 
of the offensive on a score of fronts. Now the 
picture has changed and his position is rapidly be- 
coming a defensive one. While his great army bleeds 
itself. to exhaustion in Russia, his submarines and 
raiders now proceed in the Atlantic, if they proceed 
at all, at their own peril. 
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THIS 18S ANOTHER DAY FOR THE CARDS. 

Maybe Mr. Medwick never should have been the 
lead-off batter for the Brooklyns in that eleventh 
inning yesterday.

We are not qualified members of the Bleachers’ 
Managers’ Association, and we freely concede that 
Billy Southworth’s judgment in a tight baseball sit- 
uation is a shade better than ours. That may have 
been true even in the tenth yesterday, but we can’t 
get rid of the disconcerting thought that in that 
pinch his judgment was dulled by the spirit of Sam 
Breadon, the Cardinals’ jinx, the man who brags 
without knocking on wood. 

How else can one explain a Flatbush victory? 
Everybody knows that the Brooklyns are not in the 
same class with the Redbirds. They could never 
beat our gang on sheer merit and ability. There- 
fore, we suspect something psychic—and if it’s good 
enough to win a ball game, it must have been made 
in St. Louis and not in Brooklyn. 

Well, the Cards need not trouble themselves about 
it. There is one sure way to lay such a baneful in- 
fluence. That is with bats. Today is another day— 
and so is tomorrow. 
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THE CHECK-OFF BACKFIRES. 

The question of the amount of dues to be paid by 
union members is one for settlement between them- 
selves and their elected administration. The em- 
ployer has nothing to do with it, 

However, 4000 miners in the Panther Creek Valley, 
around Hazleton, Pa., went on strike yesterday be- 
cause the CIO United Mine Workers increased 
monthly dues from $1.to $1.50, annual assessments 
from $2 to $6. In other words, they walked out on 
their employer, shut down production, in order to 
make a protest to their union officers. 

This is an example of how a closed shop check- 
off system can boomerang against the wrong party. 
An employer who has entered into a union agree- 
ment has a right to feel insured against labor 
trouble, not to be exposed to it as a result of the 
contract. 

Union men make certain arguments in favor of 
this set-up. No doubt it is to their convenience, but, 
even when it works smoothly, it foists on the em- 
ployer duties that belong to the shop steward or the 
business agent. There can be no complaint against 
100 per cent union membership in a given mine or

is no logic that can justify such membership on a 
basis of employer-enforcement. ! 

It violates fundamental rights of employer and 
employe, and the Hazleton strike is an example 
of the incongruous results it can produce. 
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AN ISSUE ABOVE PARTIES. | 

Mayor William Dee Becker’s first radio address 
on the civil service améndment put him in the fore- 
front of the great army of St. Louisans who are 
working for the adoption of this long overdue re- 
form. He had previously said that he stood on the 
Republican platform of last spring, which pledged 
Republican city candidates to end the spoils sys- 
tem, Entering the current campaign in earnest, the 
Mayor reaffirmed that statement in strong language. 

Mr. Becker also replied to those who have found 
an inconsistency in his support of the civil service 
amendment and his administration’s discharge of 
some 2500 city employes who were appointed under 
the Dickmann administration. This partial turn- 
over in the city personnel was required, among other 
reasons, the Mayor said, to achieve a half-and-half 
balance between the parties and thus assure the 
passage of the civil service amendment. 

Mayor Becker can do much more than this to lift 
the civil service amendment out of politics. He 
can, in his remaining addresses and public state- 
ments, make it unmistakably plain that this is not 
a party issue, that the amendment’s adoption will 
go down to the credit of both parties. 

For that is literally true. The civil service amend- 
ment was submitted to St. Louis by a Democratic 
Board of Aldermen, presided over by a Democrat 
and holding office along with’ a Democratic Mayor, 
Bernard F. Dickmann. If it is adopted next Tues- 
day, as it certainly should be, it will go down also 
as an achievement of the Becker administration 
and it will reflect credit on the present Republican 
Board of Aldermen and Republican city organization. 

' In other words, passage of the civil service amend- 
ment will bring credit to both parties, to both the 
Dickmann and Becker administrations, and to the 
city as a whole. 

What more should it be necessary to say? 

What more should be required to produce a major- 
ity far in excess of the 60 per cent which City 
Charter amendments need? 
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A WAVELET OF SMOKE VIOLATIONS. 

Newspaper readers are aware that there has been 
a little wavelet of smoke ordinance violations. A 
factory stack or two smoked too long. A few indi- 
viduals thought that they could make a profit out of 
bootleg coal. 

Newspaper readers are also aware that these people 
were brought up short. They were haled into court 
and firmly, although not harshly, dealt with. 

This is a good omen for the winter ahead. It 
means not only that the Becker administration is 
making good on its pledge to enforce the ordinance. 
It also means a warning in good time to would-be rio- 
lators., 

“Why should these people risk public indignation 
and judicial punishment for paltry pennies—espe- 
cially since St. Louis is determined that they will 
not get away with it?

REVOLT IN NORWAY. 

On top of recent news of anti-Nazi sabotage in 
France, comes now a report that Quisling, Hitler’s 
stooge in Norway, barely nipped in the bud a gen- 
eral strike in Oslo and other industrial centers. 

The capital has been declared in a state of civil 
siege by the occypying Germans. All labor and em- 
ployer organizations nave been taken over by the 
puppet government, and it has replaced their of- 
ficefs with its own representatives. 

This may be cited as proof that unarmed civilians 
have little chance against an army of occupation, 
p> but it proves just as clearly that such an army can- 
not force willing, efficient work in the factories 
it has taken over, 

And, taking the long view of it, the Nazis have 
given the labor miovement of the world another in- 
centive toward bitter opposition to Fascism. ‘The 
Scandinavian unions have long been regarded as 
models by other unionists. In placing Rolf Vick- 
stroem and Vigo Hansteen, two outstanding Nor- 
Wwegian leaders, before a firing squad, the Nazis 
have made two martyrs for the world movement, 
given it two names to remembert. 
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FRANK A. JOHNSON’S DYING ACT. 

Frank A. Johnson was the crossing watchman for 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad at Southwest avenue 
and Ellendale place. He had worked for the rail- 
road for 37 years and, in the 10 years that he had 
guarded the crossing at Southwest and Bllendale, 
there had not been a single ,accident. Wednesday 
he was stricken with a heart attack—he wag 62 years 
old—while on duty. He knew that a fast passenger 
train from Kansas City would pass his crossing in 
a matter of minutes. He saw a passing boy, called 
to him to get help, and then lowered the crossing 
gates and started the bell ringing. Those who came 
in answer to the call for help found him dead at 
the safety levers. A salute to the memory of Frank 
A. Johnson, who did his duty in the face of death. 
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No doubt the retreat on the central front is also 
on the Nazi schedule. 
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IN THE JUNGLES OF ST. LOUIS.

On that day, the 
people of St. Louis will decide whether 
their employes (the city employes) shall 
be secure in their positions so long as they 
perform their work properly and are loyal 
to the principle that the city is entitled 
to a fair day’s work for a fair day’s pay, or 
whether city employes shall hold their jobs, 
not on these qualifications, but on the basis 
that they shall be faithful to, and help per- 
petuate, a few politicians, even though pub- 
lic service be the one thing farthest from 
their minds.

ITALIANS HERE FORM 
ANTEFASCIST SOCIETY 


Purpose Is to Oppose ‘Fifth 
Columnists’ Within Foreign- 
Born Group. 


A movement to organize local 
Italian-Americang into an active 
force against “fifth columnists” 
within their ranks was formally 
started last night at a meeting 
sponsored by a newly formed body 
called the Italian-American Com- 
mittee for Unity Against Hitler. 

Highlight of the meeting, held 
at the Palma Augusta Hall, 1920 
Marconi avenue, was a warning 
from John Rossen, secretary of 
the St. Louis Communist Party, 
that the Italian element on “The 
Hill” would be torn with strife 
unless steps are taken to check the 
work of Fascist agents already 
here. 

Although advertised in advance 
by special pamphlets, the meeting 
drew only a score of persons. But 
what was lacking in size was made 
up by intensity and obvious con- 
cern over what speakers described 
as the rising menace of Hitlerism. 

As an unscheduled part of the 
meeting, early arrivials huddled in- 
formally around a radio in the hall 
to hear President Roosevelt, fre- 
quently nodding their approval of 
the Chief Executive’s remarks, The 
meeting, called for 8 o’clock, did 
not begin until those present ex- 
changed laudatory comments for 
several minutes after the address 
Was Over. 

Italy “Enslaved by Nazis.” 

Rossen declared that “the Lind- 
berghs, Wheelers, and Father 
Coughlins” of this country are at- 
tempting to create confusion and 
disunity by misrepresenting the 
real issues in the European war. 

“As for Italy,” he said, “you 
Italian-Americans must realize that 
it is merely a German colony now, 
enslaved by the Nazi, sold to Hit- 
ler by traitorous ItajJian Fascists 
who do not represent the real peo- 
ple of Italy.” 

A flurry was created when sev- 
eral persons in the audience loud- 
ly protested againat remarks of 
another speaker, Jasper Stallone, 
former editor of an anti-Fascist 
paper here, who criticised Father 
Fiorenzo Lupo of the St. Ambrose 
Catholic Church for accepting an 
Italian medal a year ago for work 
among Italian immigrants here. 


restored order with the assertion 
that the meeting was not called “to 
take pot shots at the Catholic 
Church.” He gaid the episode of 
the medal was Father Lupo’s af- 
fair. ° 

As the final speaker, Frank Muc- 
ci of East St. Louis, former coal 
miner and labor organizer, de- 
clared “Italian-Americans must be 
made aware of the fact that Mus- 
solini has brought only death and 
suffering to his people. And in 
joining Hitler, Mussolini became 
part of what I choose to call a 
black plague against mankind.” 

Support for Roosevelt. 

Before adjournment, the assem- 
blage adopted a resolution pledg- 
ing support of President Roose- 
velt’s foreign policy. In discuss- 
ing the resolution, speakers from 
the floor gave fervent expressions 
of allegiance to this country. 

One speaker, a middle-aged man 
in torn and soiled clothes of a 
laborer, said: “We Italian-Ameri- 
cans love America first of all— 
make no bones about it. And our 
feeling toward it is made stronger 
because it is the United States 
that sincerely believes and is 
fighting for freedom—something 
our people back home have no 
more.”

NETWORKS AK FCC | 
FORA ON RADIO LAW 


Recommendation to Congress 
for ‘Comprehensive’ Meas- 
ure Urged. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP).— 
The two largest broadcast net- 
works, National and Columbia, 
challenged again today the power 
of the Federal Communications 
Commission to promulgate regula- 
tions governing them. 

John T. Cahill and John J. 
Burns, counsel for NBC and CBS, 
respectively, appeared before the 
commission to argue against put- 
ting network regulations in effect 
and asked’ the commission to 
join with the networks in asking 
Congress for a “comprehensive” 
radio law. 

The arguments were in connec- 
tion with a petition by the Mutual 
Broadcasting System for some 
modification of the commission’s 
regulations: Mutual, while gener- 
ally supporting the regulations, is 
asking particularly for a modifica- 
tion to permit a network-station 
affiliation contract of two or three 
years instead of one year as pro- 
vided by the commission. 

The commission issued its net- 
work regulations last May, but 
they have not been put in effect. 
It said recently the industry would 
be given reasonable time to make 
necessary adjustments before the 
regulations become effective. 


170,126 POUNDS OF ALUMINUM 
COLLECTED IN RECENT DRIVE 


St. Louis Total 89,000, Eastern Mis- 
‘souri 80,000; This Is 50,000 Pounds 
More Than Expected. 
Aluminum collected in the local 
aluminum defense campaign held 
recently totaled 170,126 pounds, 
Harry D. McBride, director of Pub- 
lic Safety and chairman of the 
campaign, announced today. This 
exceeded estimates by 650,000 

pounds. 

The report showed that 89,781 
pounds were collected in St. Louis, 
and 80,405 pounds in the rest of 
Eastern Missouri. The American 
Smelting & Refining Co., which 
bolught the aluminum for11% cents 
a pound, will pay the Government 
approximately $19,500. Proceeds 
will go to the National Civilian De- 
fense Committee. 

The aluminum was weighed at 
the company plant under the su- 
pervision of Government inspectors 
as trucks carried the metal ; from 
the piles on Memorial Plaza.

LOWEST SINCE WORLD WAR 


2.48 Pct. on Record Total of Nearly 
51 Billion; All-Time High 
4.339 Pct in 1921. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP).— 
With the public debt at an all- 
time high of nearly $51,000,000,000, 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau reported today that the in- 
terest rate on it was at the lowest 
level since the World War. 

The computed interest rate on 
the public debt last month was 
2.48 per cent, a drop of .04 per cent 
from July. This compared with 
the all-time high rate of 4.339 per 
cent in the 1921 fiscal year when 
the debt was $23,737,000,000. 

The reduction in the rate during 
August resulted from the sale of 
$1,074,000,000 of Series B tax an- 
ticipation notes which bear an In- 
terest rate of .048 per cent. The 
series runs from $100 to $1,000,000. 
In addition, the Treasury sold $20,- 
000,000 of Series A notes which 
bear interest of 1.92 per cent. This 
series runs fro m$25 to $100.

means that we shall have a pen- 


sion system if the Board of Al- 
dermen sees fit to give us one. 

“The other misstatement that-is 
made against the civil service 
amendment is that if adopted all 
city employes will be frozen into 
their jobs.

Under the civil service 
amendment no employe is frozen 
in his job,

Difference in Operations. 

Campbell P. Alexander, insurance 
man, in a talk last night before 
the Women’s Bar Association of 
St. Louis, at the De Soto Hotel, 
asserted there is a marked contrast 
in the manner in which the city 
has been opersated in past years, 
and ordinary business operation.

Amendment Provisions. 


“Now, what does the amendment 
provide? A personnel director se- 
lected on competitive examination 
basis, who is required to have five 
years’ experience—two years in 
city or government experience re- 
quired. The three highest are nom- 
inated by a Civil Service Commis- 
sion of three men. , 


“The director hires men for city 
positions on the basis of ‘competi- 
tive examinations and they hold 
office and advance on merit and 
not favoritism. If they choose, they 
can make a career of good work 
for our city. 

“Are you willing to aid good 


people who are anxious for these|. 


jobs, and worthy, to get jobs which 
they will learn better and better 
and give you the service you would 
like to receive for your taxes? 


“All you get from the city is such 
service as the fire, street, school, 
scale, food and law departments 
render you. The service is as good, 
and better than, we deserve under 
our present system of kicking out 
the men at every election change 
and getting another bunch to train. 


“Let’s vote ourselves a city ad- 
ministration with career men in 
the jobs, who will work and not be 
temporary; who ill be proud of 
their work and advance in the 
service; who will be improved be- 
cause we in our lifetimes did some- 
thing to aid in the change.

Duty to Her 


Slow Pupils

HERE always will be slow 
children and faster ones in 
school. ‘ 


to the homeliest. and dullest is im- 
portant to the community. Not 
one must be lost, not one neglected, 
not one hurt in body or soul. 
Teachers are duty-bound to like 
all children, to help and encour- 
age all children so that they are 
happy in school and succeed there 
to the fullness of their abilities. 

' When a teacher divides her 
class into three groups, the quick, 
the not-so-quick, and the dull, she 
takes a grave risk. The quick are 
delighted. They inherit enough of 
human vanity to be pleased at 
their election. 
are not so well pleased, they too 
being human and longing to be 
praised. But what shall be said 
of the dull, those assigned to the 
last row as unfit? It is to those 
unhappy, offended little ones that 
I would respectfully call the at- 
tention of the teachers of the 
lower elementary grades. 

In the early years of life chil- 
dren grow unevenly. Some _ will 
be well able to read and do num- 
ber work, and some will do fairly, 
and that last little group are not 
ready at all. They have not de- 
veloped the powers that preside 
over reading and number work. 
In time they may; some surely 
will; some will do fairly well, 
some will not do at all.

BUT ARE the least. among them 
to be made to feel unfit? Not if 
the teacher knows her professional 
duty. Every last one will be helped 
to do his best, encouraged and 
provided with work that enables 
him to succeed in some way every 
day. No child who fails daily 
goes to school willingly, and any 
child who is an unwilling pupil 
will not learn, because he cannot. 

Putting a child in the “dumb 
row” will’never make him bright. 
I know the teacher does not call 
it the “dumb row,” but the chil- 
dren in the first row do, without 
hesitation. The cruelty of that 
needs no emphasis. 

Children do not learn with the 
same rate of speed, nor with the 
same degree of understanding and 
profit. Some-will take knowledge 
as they take their breath; some 
won't. The skilled, understanding 
teacher discovers who is which in 
short time. She allows the speedy 
learner to help the slower one, see 
him safely over the hard place. 

* 

INSTEAD OF cultivating «a 
spirit of competition and, there- 
fore, grudging and jealousy in the 
children, she cultivates a sense of 
responsibility, . good comradeship, 
among them. The quick one feels 
a concern about his slow-growipg 
friend and both children grow in 
intelligence, power and affection- 
ate understanding. 

Nobody is slowed down. Help- 
ing another child master his les- 
sons enlightenes and strengthens 
the mind and spirit of the helper 
greatly to his benefit. Nobody is 
hurt. The slow child beams with 
affectionate gratitude on his 
helper friend. 

One of the helpers tugged at the 
teacher’s sleeve. “Please, Miss La- 
vinia, hear Joey now, quick, be- 
fore he forgets it. He knows his 
sentence now.” 

How proud Joey was to read 
that sentence and how happy his 
helper was to show him off to the 
class and the teacher only the 
teacher who has experienced the 
thrill can tell. Sheep and goats

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My Neighbor Says: 

This is a vrarticularly good time 
to get rid o. dandelions and plan- 
tian in the lawn, as they are not 
nearly so strong as in early sum- 
mer. Plantain will die out if cut 
off an inch or more below the 
ground, and this work can be 
done to advantage with a common 
asparagus knife. The dandelion is 
not so easy to eradicate, and the 
best plan to follow is to cut the 
plant off close to the ground and 
inject a little gasoline into the 
stumps with a machine oil can, 
or with a little apparatus made for 
this purpose. It may be necessary 
to sow a little grass seed to cover 
the bare spots created by taking 
out the weeds, but grass seed sown 
in September will germinate quick- 
ly and soon cover the ground,

HE implications of an oppon- 
ent’s bid are vitally important 
to a player who ends up as de- 
clarer. , however, un- 
less one is familiar with the bid- 
ding style of a particular opponent, 
it is difficult to make the proper 


deductions from his bids. It is for 
that reason that experts spend so 


South, it will be noted, opened 
with one spade rather than one 
heart, for purposes of “prepared- 
ness.”
